This request is also supported by executed declarations from David S. Jones, Huong-Thu 
Ton-Nu, Anping Toa, Tong Xu, and Jeffrey Robert Hammaker naming all of the correct 
inventors; and the written consent of the assignee. Authorization to charge the petition fee to the 
deposit account is provided above. Accordingly, the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a) for 
correction of inventorship have been met.

This Petition for Suspension of Rules pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.183 is submitted 
concurrently with a Petition to Correct Inventorship by the removal of an inventor pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. § 1.48(a). 

In the Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a), Applicants petition the removal of Fang Xie as 
a joint inventor on the above-referenced patent application. As explained in further detail below, 
Dr. Fang Xie became unavailable to sign a statement of lack of deceptive intent pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. § 1.48(a)(2). Applicants hereby petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.183 that the requirement for 
a statement from Dr. Xie under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a)(2) be waived. 
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An error in the originally listed inventorship for U.S. Application Serial No. 09/590,592 
was discovered by Applicants' representatives during an investigation to confirm inventorship of 
the currently pending claims. During the investigation, Applicants' representatives discovered 
that Dr. Xie was incorrectly listed as an inventor at the time U.S. Application Serial No. 
09/590,592 was filed. 

When Applicants' representatives determined that Dr. Xie was incorrectly listed as an 
inventor on U.S. Application Serial No. 09/590,592 at the time of filing, Dr. Andrew Wiseman, 
Senior Director of Business Development for La Jolla Pharmaceutical Company, contacted Dr. 
Xie by phone and explained that the claims in U.S. Application Serial No. 09/590,592 did not 
involve his work and that Applicants' representatives would contact him regarding any 
paperwork necessary to correct inventorship. 

On May 26, 2004, Applicants' representatives sent Dr. Xie: 1) a letter summarizing that 
Dr. Wiseman had spoken with Dr. Xie regarding the inventorship listing and that Applicants' 
representatives were providing Dr. Xie with the paperwork required in support of a petition to 
correct inventorship by removal of his name from the listed inventive entity; 2) a statement 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a)(2) for Dr. Xie's signature stating Dr. Xie's address, that Dr. Xie 
is not an inventor of the invention claimed in the subject application and that Dr. Xie's name was 
included in the originally listed inventorship without deceptive intent on his part; and 3) 
paperwork for correcting inventorship in the corresponding European application for Dr. Xie's 
signature. Applicants' representatives mailed the foregoing documents to Dr. Xie via DHL on 
May 26, 2004. 

Shortly thereafter, Dr. Xie called Applicants' representatives and left the phone number 
he could be reached at in China. On June 2, 2004, Applicants' representatives contacted Dr. Xie 
by telephone and discussed the documents that had been sent to him on May 26, 2004, including 
the statement of lack of deceptive intent for Dr. Xie's signature as required under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.48(a)(2). During the June 2, 2004 conversation, Dr. Xie indicated to Applicants' 
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representatives that he would like to review a copy of U.S. Application Serial No. 09/590,592 
and the pending claims thereof before signing the statement under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a)(2). Dr. 
Xie supplied Applicants' representatives with his email address and facsimile number to which 
copies of U.S. Application Serial No. 09/590,592 and the pending claims thereof could be sent. 

On June 3, 2004, Applicants' representatives sent Dr. Xie an email in response to his 
request to receive a copy of U.S. Application Serial No. 09/590,592 and the pending claims 
thereof. In the email, Applicants' representatives noted to Dr. Xie that U.S. Application Serial 
No. 09/590,592 had not published, but that the corresponding PCT Application, WO 00/75105, 
had published. Applicants' representatives provided an electronic copy of WO 00/75105 to Dr. 
Xie in the June 3, 2004 email, noting that except for the claims, WO 00/75105 was identical to 
unpublished U.S. Application Serial No. 09/590,592. 

In addition, Applicants' representatives sent Dr. Xie a facsimile copy of the pending 
claims on June 3, 2004. Applicants' representatives noted in the facsimile cover letter that the 
requested claim set was attached, that no further copies of the facsimile should be made, that Dr. 
Xie should treat the contents of the facsimile as strictly confidential, and that after Dr. Xie's 
review of the claims, he should destroy his facsimile copy thereof. Applicants' representatives 
requested that Dr. Xie assist further by sending Applicants' representatives a return facsimile 
after his review of the claims stating that he has destroyed his facsimile copy. 

Applicant's representatives did not receive a return email or facsimile from Dr. Xie 
confirming receipt of either WO 00/75105 or the U.S. Application Serial No. 09/590,592 
pending claims. 

On June 8, 2004, Applicants' representatives sent a follow-up email to Dr. Xie stating 
that the email was simply an inquiry regarding whether Dr. Xie received the facsimiles or email 
communications that had been sent to the email and facsimile addresses he provided to 
Applicants' representatives the previous week. Applicants' representatives did not receive any 
response from Dr. Xie. 
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On June 8, 2004, Applicants' representatives also attempted to call Dr. Xie in China at 
the same phone number at which Dr. Xie had previously been reached. However, Applicants' 
representative's call to Dr. Xie's phone number at which he had previously been contacted went 
unanswered. 

Further telephone attempts were made to Dr. Xie's phone number on June 9, 2004 and on 
June 10, 2004 by Applicants' representatives. Each time, the calls to Dr. Xie went unanswered 
and there was no answering system on which Applicants' representatives could leave a message 
for Dr. Xie. 

Despite the numerous communication methods (email, phone, facsimile) attempted, 
Applicants' representatives have been unsuccessful in their attempts to contact Dr. Fang Xie 
after their initial conversation with him on June 2, 2004. To date, Applicants' representatives 
have not received any return paperwork, email communications, facsimiles or telephone calls 
from Dr. Xie, leaving Applicants' representatives to conclude that Dr. Xie is an individual who 
cannot be reached. 

Correction of the listed inventorship for the subject application is still required under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.48(a), despite Dr. Xie's unavailability to execute a statement of lack of deceptive 
intent in support of a petition to correct inventorship under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a). Accordingly, 
Applicants hereby submit this Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.183 and request that Applicants' 
requirement to submit a signed statement of lack of deceptive intent under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a)(2) 
be waived. 

Applicants note that the 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a) petition to correct inventorship submitted 
together with this Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.183 includes all other required documentation in 
support thereof, including: 1) written consent of the assignee; 2) a newly executed declaration 
signed by all correctly named inventors; 3) at least one originally named inventor remains; 4) a 
request; and 5) the processing fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.17(h). 
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Applicants also note that MPEP § 201.03 states "In certain instances where the statement 
of the lack of deceptive intent of the inventor to be added or deleted cannot be obtained, a 
petition under 37 CFR 1.183 requesting waiver of that requirement may be possible." Applicants 
assert that this Petition is therefore appropriate for the above-explained situation, and 
respectfully request its approval.
